Criteria for inclusion were appropriateness for K-12 students and cormercial availability of the item during 
the project's research period. The grode level distribution leans toward the upper grades because of 
publishing output as translated to us. Host entries have recent copyright dates, yet some entries with older 
copyright dates were included when the title had not been proposed for listing in the earlier publication 
When an author was responsible for several successive titles, the full name of the author was given beside 
the first title. A dotted line is in the author's position for the ranainder of the titles in the succession.
